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A Criticism by Simon Epstein. 


Ot late. ImlieatioDB have uot been 
wantiae. tending to show that Soclal- 
t»*a are not free from the common 
frSituea of human nature. They, too. 
^in to share the all but universal 
weakness of worshlpluK the •‘great 
dead ones.” 

However, under the refluiug lii- 
doence of Socialism, this apotheosis 
of pioneer thinkers and leaders has 
dHomed a somewhat new fo^m. In 
ooiue Socialist quarters, It now appears 
in the guise of an unquestioning assent 
tostcry word and syllabic ever wrlt- 
UB or uttered by Karl Marx. Social- 
lots of this type seem to regard So 
otsUiin as a holy cn>cd whose dogmas 
ateambodiiMi in that latter day Bible. 
“DM Kapltal.” In their eyes. It is the 
Bdgkt of impious audacity to dare 
qssstlin any of the views of the 
fBtIwfs of Socialism. 

SMii an attitude toward Socialist 
dadrlne cannot fall to produtH‘ mis- 
eWerous results. It begets a dlsposi- 
tisB to subordinate truth to one's own 
partlKan views. It tends to discour¬ 
age Independent thinking, in matters 
SB which such tliinkiug is all essen¬ 
tial ji 

Moreover, tllis^ itellef in the infalll- 
hlllty of Mar.x ma.v have conwsiuenees 
Still moiv disastrous. Firmly l>eliev- 
b log that Socialism stands or falls with 
^ every detail of the Marxian system, 
S the fanatical St)clallst will lose faith 
ill his principles, as soon ns he per¬ 
ceives a flaw, in what lie liad taken 
to be flawless. 

To prevent any possible mlsappre- 
I' kension let me state right here, that 1 
I ant aetuntetl by no feeling of hostility 
er disrespet't toward the truly vener¬ 
able sage, Karl Marx. On the con¬ 
trary, I am second to none In my un- 
fSlloyi'd admiration of his personality 
and in my thorough appreciation of 
kls inestimable services in the libern- 
doo struggle of humanity, 
jkt the same time. I make bold to 
inert that, in my humble Judgment. 
tme of the doctrines of Marx do not 
Mbre the ehanic'ter of axiomatic 
Baths. His views on labor time as 
datermining the reward of lalior, are, 
It aeems to me. jiartlcularly open to 
abjection. 

EUa theory on this subject may be 
aated as follows: All labor whatever 
la reducible to labor of tlie simplest 
Und. Skilled labor may be regarded 
as unskilled lalmr. intensified or mul- 
tiplled. A given number of hours of 
the former is equivalent to a greater 
number of hour-j of the latter. Labor 
whieh requires years of preparation 
for ita master)* is of a higher kind and 
has greater value than lalior which 
calls for but a short period of prepara¬ 
tion. 

The rewards of different kinds 
of labor an* to iie determined, other 
things being equal, by two factors. 
These arc: The numlier of hours de¬ 
voted to lalior. and the amount of 
time reqnireil for the acquisition of 
prollcleney in the given trade or pro¬ 
fession. One hour of skilleil labor is 
equivalent to many hours of unskilled 
labor; hence, the recompense for one 
hour of Bkiileti. should lie manifold the 
return for one hour of unskilled labor. 
■That this reduction (of skilled to 
killed lalior) is constantly made.” 
s Marx, “experience siiows. . . . 
le different proportions in which dif¬ 
ferent kinds of labor are reduced to 
■unskilled labor as their unit of meas¬ 
ure. are flxe<l liy a social process lie- 
reud the control of producers, and 
thatefore seem given to them by tra¬ 
dition or custom." 

The above. I take it. is a fairly cor¬ 
rect represenlatiuii of .Marx's position 
on the subject. 'When carefully ev- 
•ntlnisl these views do not. I tlilnk, 
coininand unqualified assent. Let us 
ilret consider the last pan of the argu¬ 
ment. 

I'tom tile few sentences above 
quoted, Marx may be falrl.v charged 
relth the tacit assertion that the com¬ 
ings of the various forms of labor are, 
•I present, deteradned by a reduction 
^ lUUed to unskilled labor. Now, un- 
Iren I am grievously mistaken, this 
uretrtlon runs couuter to many facts 
®f cooimon experience. 'Whatever else 
Ire the “soclnl process," which fixes 
rewards of different kinds of work. 
•I In not that assumed by Marx. I 
®l*wly fall to see by what standard 
u* rednctloD one hour of a railroad 
prentger’s mock labor Is made equal 
"> Mo hours of a toiling operative. 
-Nor do I 8^ tjjp Marxian theory 
jun acconnt for the enormous gap be- 
tween the salary of an opera singer 
and the wages of a seamstress. The 


same holds true in regard to the wide 
discrepancy between the earnings of 
the inajorit.v of the so-called higher 
and lower occupations. Whether this 
discrepancy can bt‘ accounted for by 
the dtsiiial law of "supply and de¬ 
mand,” does not concern us here. 
Suffice it to say, that the Marxian 
theory falls to offer any adequtile ex- 
lilauation. 

To he sure, even now, skill and the 
period of prepumtion do munt. But 
the prevailing moilc of apiiortioning 
rewaid lo c.vertlon is so irregular and 
arbitrary, so much influenced liy acci¬ 
dental clrcnmstances, that these ele¬ 
ments are either vastl.v overestiinatiKl 
or vastly underestimated. In other I 
words, there is at present no flxeii and | 
deflultc ''soclnl prov-ess" by wlilch lilf 
ferent kinds of lalior are rewardini 
according to the ratios which they 
severally tienr to "simple average i 
labor.” 

.Moreover, were we to assume that 
the doctrine under consideration 1.-5 
meant to apply not to society ns it is. 
lint to society ns it should lie. tliere 
would still lie room for olijeetlon. 
Even when tlnis quiilifliHl. this theory 
cannot to my thinking be aceeptevl 
without some mental reservations. 

lx*! me be clearly understooil. I 
fully admit that nil human exertion, i 
being the expenditure of botli niiriou- 
Inr and nervous energy, is essenllnlly 
one in kind, homogeneons in nature. 
All forms of labor, whether physical 
or intelleetnnl, skilled or nnskillt^, in¬ 
volve both iKidll.v and mental effort, 
ail the assertions of glih-tongned 
sopldsts to the contrary, notwithstnnd 
lug. i 

■yet. I liold that the attempt to | 
establish a precise quantitative rela- ■ 
tJon among widely differing kinds of 
labor cannot fail to encounter many 
serious dllliculties. In other word^ 
labor time as a measnre of the re¬ 
muneration of lalKir, seems to mo to 
fall short of lieing an adequate work¬ 
ing principle of social action. 

I find no great ditticnlty in iinder- 
slanding how tlie mnititudinoiis tonus 
of manual labor, as well as many 
kinds of mental work. may. with rough 
approximation, be translatni into 
terms of one another. Witli painful 
lock of exactness, it might, for in¬ 
stance. lie said that one hour's work 
of a woiid-carver is equivalent to two 
hours of a wood-clioppcr, tlie much 
longer per od of preparation of the 
former iK-ing largely counterlinlanceil 
by the superior iigreealiloness of his 
work. Even here any attempt at 
precision would defy computation. 

But apan. from this there is ii whole 
category of activities involving some 
of the higliest flights of the intellect 
and the imagination, that cannot at all 
1 k' estininttvi on any time basis. I refer 
to the occupations of poets, littem 
tours, artlst.s. scientists and philoso¬ 
phers. 

Let us take, as an illustration, the 
ease of the poet. Without regai'ding 
lilm as an ethereal being, one cannot 
hut think that the poet’a activity is 
more or less irregular, uncertain and 
fitful. Under the influence of deep 
emotion, he may produce an exquisite 
poem, an imperlslmhle gem of ''pns- 
slon-wlnged thoughts.” Now, honor 
lirlght, how shall the poet’s work (if 
work it be) be rewarded? Even the 
most lIlMTal Interpretation of the 
•Marxian theory falls to apply In the 
ease under consideration. The time 
ilevolcd to composition Is, in many In¬ 
stances, so short ns to count for little 
or nothing. It is for the most part 
an jindetermined and well-nigh un¬ 
determinable quantity. There la also 
no definite period of formal prepara¬ 
tion. .What Is eminently true of the 
poet is equally true of artists of high 
excellence and in a less degn>o of lit¬ 
terateurs. 

Again, consider the case of the 
scientist, who devotes the major 
portion of his wakeful hours to the 
observation of phenomena, and to the 
Investigation of the laws which these 
phenomena exemplify. How shall his 
services be remunerated in accord¬ 
ance with the doctrine of Marx? By 
what method of calculation can one 
hour of thoughtful observation be re¬ 
duced In terms of so many hours of, 
8a.v, ploughing? 

Prom what has been said, it is mani¬ 
fest that the Marxian theory here con¬ 
sidered, does not admit of unlverwl 
uppUcaUon. While It holds ^e In 
the case of a 'rariety of ^ 

patlons, It does not, I claim, hold true

I lie discussion of wliicli Is incoinpati- 
lilc witli Ilie sincere (lursuits of a labor 
organization, then said offices will be 
litilile to lie filled witli proteges of 
polilieians anil prolileiiiatie lalior 
friends-while, if lalior organizations 
liold. as they are justly expected lo do. 
tliat Ilie “Non-partIsaii itidiistriai Com¬ 
mission" shiill not lie a common "pollt- 
li-iil joli," lull lie filled witli men who 
liave :i<'(|uired a Ihoroiigli knowledge 
of the laiKir iirolilem. am! enjoy full 
confidence of Ilielr coworkers—then 
the president might listen to llie sug¬ 
gestions of labor organizations as well 
as to the politicians, and iniglit select 
at least a few men espeelally recom¬ 
mended and trusted liy the lalKiring 
class. 

Now. as it is, that ruling by the T. 
A. 1,. i'. practically dcliiirs<from cau- 
: iliilacy .-ill strict followers o|t an indc- 
p.qidciii lalsir party and surrenders the 
; riglii of successful candidacy as a 
. liriviligc to sueli "lifhor advocates 
I that find no fault with soliciting'"po- 
; lllieal inliuence’’ from capitalist par- 
I tics in licimlf of their application. 

This mncli I feel I have to declare in 
I justice lo myself :ind to clear the sltu- 
; atioii strewn witli mlsconeeptlons and 
J miseonstnietioiis lo tlie great disad- 
vaniiigc of lalHir legislation.

THAT MOOLEY AFFAIR. 


Ex-milliouuire llooley attended again 
at tile lyondoii Bankruptcy Court on 
.Monday fur Ids public exaiuimitlou. At 
I lie outset disclaimers were made on 
lielialf of a numlier of directors and 
others wlio were alleged liy llooley to 
liavc i-e<|uircd and received large sums 
of money for "gnlng on llic froiu page” 
of tile (iro-speetuses of his companies. 
Iltioley directed a portion of his 
further evidence to the disclaimers, 
and made some fresli allegations. 

With regard lo the Earl of Winchll- 
sea, lie priMlneed a elieiine wldcli liad 
liciui caslied, and which, lie contended, 
(iroved Ids statements. lie also said 
lie was informed that ids lairdship 
was ill, and did not authorize the dis¬ 
claimer whieh had lieen made in his 
name. With regard to another meiO' 
Iht of tlie peerage, tlie debtor nllegeil 
tliat lie liad lieen offered fl.tKK) by a 
person whom lie did not know, lint who 
(leelnri'd he liad tlie money witli him 
In gold, if he would withdraw his state¬ 
ment as to payments to his Lordship. 
He refnsiMl the offer, he said, and 
threatened lo assault the man. Later 
in the day I'ounsel einphatienlly repn- 
dinteil tills story. 

Lord AHiemarie caused an announce¬ 
ment to be made that lie would ndurn 
Hie £9,000 which he recelveil from 
llooley either,to the dehlor's estate or 
to the Dunlop Company, nithongh he 
did not understand that it was paid to 
him for the purpose of inducing him 
to iieeomc a director. Several other 
names were lirought forward by the 
debtor, by way of explaining his ex¬ 
traordinary dlsbiiraements, and he re¬ 
lated, among other things, his connec¬ 
tion with Trafford Park, whlcli, he 
said, had enta'J-.d a considerable loss 
upon him. 

Altogether, these hankniptcy pro- 
cectilngs arc decidedly piquant, and 
modern liusiness methods are receiv¬ 
ing hold advertisement.—l-iondon

Tile claim that the workingman Is 
•toe to accept or refuse the terms of 
the employer is sht*e^ Dousens**. When 


the alternative Is starvation or exile, 
he must Accept. For this reason all 
talk about ‘•frt*edom of contract” Is an 
insult to the Intelligence of the people. 

If Uie workers were at least as sure 
of their shclU'r, clothing and food as 
their employers, then there inlghl lx* 
freedom of eoiitract. The iietv|sity 
that com|K‘ls one man to work fo? an¬ 
other. whether he wishes to or not. 
iiiakes one man the slave of another. 
Under these conditions workiuguien 
are merchandise. The abolition of 
negro slavery broiigbt an end to only 
one kind of .servitude. Industrial slav¬ 
ery degniih*s Hit* most iisefiil itarl of 
tin* )x>pnlation and bretals and peniet- 
uates Ignornneo, misery and corruotl n 
ihrotighniit society. Corruption prevails 
not onl.v In ortlcial circles, but every- 
wlierc in our present society. Tlie Ut¬ 
ile extravagances of our ottleials is a 
small matter Indeerl, compared to the 
great e.\plornUon of Ihe workers by 
the capilullst classes as a wbole. 

Nothing short of a cousiitutloiial rev- 
oliitiou can bring liel|i. and where is 
that lo come from?

Karl Grey, who oiauied ihc iiniiual 
flower show at the (Trystal Palace. 
London, in connection with the Na¬ 
tional Co-operative Festival, delivered 
a lengthy address on the advantages of 
co-operation. 

"What,” he askeil, “is ttie ideal for 
a working man? It is this: That 
having secured a home of comfort liy 
reasonable hours of laixir, he should 
have the opi>ortunity after working 
hours of taking part in suitable reerea 
tion, and that this npixirtunity should 
be obtainable at a cost witliin ids 
means. Even the individual rich man 
is powerless to obtain by himself, in 
many Instances, the amusement he re¬ 
quires; he can only secure the oppor¬ 
tunity of obtaining such amusement 
by Joining with others-througli col¬ 
lective action. What Is there but want 
of organisation to prevent a similar 
collective action securing similar ad¬ 
vantages for working men? 

“Hie present weakness of the Whole¬ 
sale Co-operative movement lay In the 
fact that It had degenerated too much 
Into a hunt after dividends. Co-oper¬ 
ators to-dtfy had abandoned the faith 
of the founders of the movement, and 
■were organising co-operation on the 
basis of selfishness." 

His Lordship read the co-opi>ers an 
excellent homily on the virtues of un? 
aelflsbnen. 

“The experience of ages showed," he 
averred, “that to stir hnman nature to 
altrnlstlc effort, a canse was required 
which appealed to man’s nobler feel¬ 
ings, and called for sacrifice. The mls- 
slonaiT. reformer, the trade union¬ 
ist—all supplied Instances of the subor¬ 
dination of self intereats to those of 
a higher cause. 

“He looked In vain. In the distribu¬ 
tive movement for an equally inspiring 



cause, which would lift men out of the 
narrow groove of selfishness and impel 
them to labor for the ixunmou good; 
and yet the gospel of co-operation, 
preached by the founders of the uiove- 
meut was virtually a religion, whicli 
appealed to the highest fix-lings of hu- 
muii nature, and caused men to cheer¬ 
fully submit to heavy pecuniary lossi-s, 
and frequent dlsappoiiitmeiits, in the 
eertalii fiiltli that exeiitually their 
priuciples would triumph. If eo-opera- 
tioii was to Ix-come a living force, in 
moving tile eharticler of tlie nation 
along ail upward plane, it iiiu.-t ret uni 
to the spirit of its founders, and show 
that it iiad a soul alxive a .sliop-keep- 
er’s.’’—Tlie (’la^loii.

The deputy of Caudeloupe lo Hu* 
Frem li House of r'nrllnment, M. lyf-gl- 
tline, is It Socialist. In tlio coiirse of 
an interview ho told a Paris reporter 
H'lit in Cuadeloiipe Soeiallsts starteil 
tih propaganda in Pointe il Pitre, the 
capital of the island, seven years ago. 
and have a Socialist Journal. Lf-gitinu- 
has iK-eU'twice iM-fore the electors. In 
l-SilS he was beaten by 800 votes, but lu 
the Inst election he was returned bv a 
majority of 2.000 votes. M. Lfigitlim* 
is a full blooded negro, ns are most of 
the inhabitants of Guadeloupe. In his 
electoral district there are 15 town¬ 
ships and villages, nearly all of which 
liave Socialist corporations. In 1806 
the French Government suppressed his 
paper, Le Peiiple, and, in reply, M. 
Lf-gltlmc vislteil the whole country 
from town to village, and carried the 
propnganda throughout the island. He 
claims to have Iteen elected by white 
men, negros and half breeds. Social¬ 
ism knows no color line.
